SHORTAGE OF COAL FORCES TIE- 
UP OF DETROIT INDUSTRY— 
THOUSANDS IDLE. 


SAGINAW. STRIKERS RETURN 


Agree to Return to Work At Old 
Terms — Estimated. That 50,000 
Switchmen Quit Posts. 


Detroit—The Detroit Edison Cb. an- 
nounced Saturday that because of the 
strike, depriving it of coal, it would 
shut off light, power and heat to fac. 
tories and workshops Monday at 6 
Fm. 

The order shuts dqwn practically ail 
industrial plants depehdent on the 
Edison company. The company sup- 
plies fully 70 per cent of the city's 
power, fits executives estimate. . The 
statement explains that the order is 
necessary to enable the Edison com- 
Pany.to prolong service such as the 
lighting and heating of homes, hospi- 
tals and other essentials. It declares 
that all incoming coal 
stopped by the strike. 

The number of men thrown out of 
work in Detroit as a result of this was 
variously estimated at from 80,000 to 
160,000. 

Motor truck service to relieve the 
peralysis of freight movement caused 
ty the switchmen’s strike lent hope 


for the success of the effort to stave |

off a food crisis in Detroit. 
possible shortage of gasoline loomed 
as a bar to operation of the plans. 

Profiteering broke out in unparal- 
leled virulence when hundreds of deal- 
ers in foodstuffs began boosting prices, 
in many instances up to more than 
100 per cent. 

Some stores, of course maintained 
their old scale of prices; others sold 
for what they believed they could get 
from householders, who, frightened by 
the prospects of a possible ‘starva- 
tion” period, began buying in quanti. 
ties to meet a possible siege resulting 
tvem the strike of switchmen and the 
iicap of the freight yards. 

_ Estimates as to the number of fail- 
toad mien out on strike in various parts 
cf the county are placed as high as 
50,000. 


Saginaw Strikers Return. 

Saginaw.—With 1,700 Michigan 
switchmen on strike outside Detroit, 
freight traffic paralyzed in lower Mich- 
igan and thousands of workmen fac- 
ing idleness in half a dozen cities, 
railroad officials found much encour- 
agement in the decision reached late 
Sunday night by 190 Pere Marquette 
employes in Saginaw to return to 
work under the old conditions Mon- 
lay, 

After a series of conferences last- 
ing all day, the Saginaw switchmen 
notified Assistant General Manager 
J. 1. Hayes at 10 o’clock Sunday night 
that they would return to work Mon- 
day morning, provided they retained 
their old rights of senicrity. An 
agreement was speedily reached on 
this basis, The complete surrender 
of the men in Saginaw is regarded as 
of particular significance, for the Sag- 
inaw yurd is the largest of the Pere 
Marquette system in Michigan, Sag- 
inaw being the’ junction point of 
seven Pere Marquette divisions,

Passes Resolution Declaring War 


With Germany Ended. 

Washington.—The Republican joint 
resolution declaring the state of war 
with Germany at an end, and repeal- 
ing most of the war tie legislation, 
was adopted last week by the house, 
lt was immediately sent to the sen- 
ate where it was expected action 
would be taken this week. 

The vote on the passage of the 
peace resolution was 242 to 150, two 
yoting “present.” 

Twenty-two Democrats joined with 
the Republican majority in supporting 
the resolutlon and two Republicans 
voted against its adoption.

‘STRIKE SPREADS| 


SWITCHMEN'’S WALKOUT, START- 
ED AT CHICAGO, TIES UP 
NATION'S TRAFFIC. 


STRIKERS FORM NEW UNIONS 


Say They Are Tired of Waiting For 
Brotherhood to Act—Food and 
Fuel Shortage Looms. 


Chicago.—The menace of a national 
railroad strike, started here April 1, 
when switchmen deserted their post 
in defiance of orders from the Na- 
tional Brotherhood, thas spread like 
wildfire. 

From Coast tp coast the larger cen- 
ters of tratfic have been hit. Hast and 
west-bound freight movement across 
whe continent, already resirfeted by 
the Chicago strikes, was hampered 
further by switchmen striking at such 
slrategic gateways as Buffalo, Kansas 
City and Toledo and at such. indus- 
trial centers as Joliet and Decatur, 
l., and Gary, Ind. 

The Yardmen's Association, the in- 
surgent organization which called the 
strikes, has formed branches in num- 
erous terminal centers, 

Not only did the strikers here de- 
clare their intentiou of making a finish 
fight of it. in defiance of the govern- 
ment and their own brotherhood 
chiefs, but 6.500 of them--switchmen, 
engineers and firenien—seceded from 
the brotherhoods to which they be- 
longed and joined the new “outlaw” 
union responsible for the strike, the 
Yardmen’s Association of America. 

Trapster from one organization to 
the other was accomplished by the 
strikers en masse, As each local went 
over. crepe was hung over the charter 
given it by the brotherhood, the “Star 
Spangled Banner’ was sung and the 


Stars and Stripes unfurled over the 
new charter of the Yardmen's asso- 
ciation. Then the chairman ripped the 


old charter from the wali and tore it 
to shreds. : 

While this was guing on a number 
of clerks employed in the various rail- 
road offices, members of the Railway 
Clerks’ union, sent a notice to all the 
railroads that they would join the 
strike unless their wages are raised 
tmmediately, 


First Blow in MicHigan. 
Detroit—The country-wide strike of 
railroad switchmen. hit Detroit April 
crews started going out. 
Embargoes on practically all kinds 


, of freight in and out of Detroit were 


declared following the first move on 
the part of the switchmen here. 
The men, who struck in sympathy

| with the Chicago switchmen, make the 


same demands. They met in secret 
session at Oddfellows Hall, Hubbard 
avenue and Baker street, to perfect 
plans and organize the Detroit local of 
the Switchmen’s Union of North Amer- 
ica. They said: that they were tired 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
mnen, Which, despite months of agita- 
tion, had done nothing for them and 
proposed to tuke matters in their own 
hands. 

The demands of the switchmen are 
for $1 an hour for conductors and 95 
cents for all other grades, double time 
for Sundays and holidays and time 
and a half for over-time. 

In Chicago, where the men _ have 
struck, the former are asking $1.50 
un hour, the latter $1. The pay scales 
in Detroit at present are the same as 
those in Chicago, Switchmen, $5 a day, 
I:nginemen, $5.60 a day, Firemen, 
$4.16 a day. 

Unrest among the trainmen has 
been growing since August, 1919, when 
conferences between brotherhood offi- 
cials and the railroad administration 
en wage and working conditions be- 
gan. These failed to bring the men 
what they wanted and they have 
grown inipatient and suspicious of 
their leaders. Failure of President 
Wilson to complete his committee of 
nine to take up the whole question add- 
ed to the dissatisfaction that finally 
led a number of Chicago workers to 
take matters into their own hands. 

Cooler heads among the Detroit 
workers, as elsewhere where the 
strike has spread or threatens, oppos- 
ed the drastic action. 

As a result of the walk-out. Detroit 
freight yards were practically tied up. 
Continuation will bit industry hard 
and threaten the food and fuel supply.

New South Wales 
Doing. 


Americans are learning many things 
about New South Wales from the Aus» 
trallan soldier, for no one can say be 
ly bashful about boosting hia country, 
and consequently people in the United 
States have had thelr appetites 
whetted for further information re- 
garding the industrial and economic 
condition of the land that bred the 
boys of the A. I. F., and tn official 
quarters in New South Wales inquiries 
as to how best to settle on the land, 
and chase the dollars most success- 
fully, are flowing {n from all portions 
of. North America. The following 
notes are therefore appended to show 
that among the many industries that 
occupy the attention of settlers 
New South Wales. poultry farming is 
an Important aud ever-increasing ep- 
terprise. 

The Annual Povltry Conference of 
New South Wales was held recently at 
the Hawkesbusy Agricultural College, 
and over 600 people, including a num- 
ber of ladies and returned soldlers, 
traveled by special train from Sydney 
to attend this important function. The 
visiters inspected the college poultry 
demonstration farm, and the laying 
competition birds, which are in single 
pens, and critical examination wea 
made of the different birds competing. 
An educational exhibit showing the 
different products used in the Indus. 
try was on view, while a basket of 
eggs typified the record of the compe 
tition. (3824 eggs Jaid in 12 montha 
by a@ Black Orpington.) 

In opening the proceedings the New 
South Wales Minister for Lands, sald 
he represented the Minister for Agri. 
culture at his own request, and his 
own inclination to be associated with 
one of the leading Industries of New 
South Wales, the fifth In Importance 
in the State, which brought £3,500,000 
annually to the 20,000 engaged there 
in; and he went on to deal with the 
developmental work of this industry 
as carried out by the Department of 
Agriculture {n connection with the 
repatriation of returned soldiers. The 
Department had already establushed 
three poultry group settlements of a 
total capacity of 100 farms, AU the 
blocks on these settlements were In 
occupation by returned soldiers, who 
werg making most satisfactory prog 
ress apd promised great success in 
the future. Provision had been made 
for the training of a number of re 
turned men at the Grantham «fovern- 
ment Stud Poultry Farm, while 50 re 
turned soldiers were being accepted 
at the Hawkesbury College for tralm 
ing {n various branches of agriculture, 
including poultry farming. He also 
intends to secure further poultry fdrms 
in the Cessnock District. Construe 
tional work had commenced on two 
more settlements, which would pro- 
vide for another 100 men. Thus, up 
to the present, provision had been 
made for 200 on poultry farms, while 
a further 100 blocks were In sight.
